1 common  underlland- 
ing  will  subscribe. 

“ The  representative,  therefore,  if  he 
be  fit  for  his  station,  enters  into  an  im- 
plied covenant  with  his  constituents,  not 
only  to  consult  their  interefts,  but  obey 
their  commands  ; and  likew ise  to  demean 
himself  upon  all  questio..s,  wherein  their 
opinions  are  known,  as  the  majority,  of 
this  conllituents  w ,uln  do,  were  it  possi 
ble,  fortbemto  assemble,  a id  act  or  vote 
in  Hieir  individual  characters  ; and  when- 
ever  the  represcnative  shall  depart  i om 
these  plain  principles  of  moral  and  politi- 
cal duty,  he  forfeits  the  confidence  of  his 
conftitucrits  and  ought  without  hesitation 
or  delay  to  resign  his  powers,  andthcre- 
by  all  wo  them  to  elect  another. 

In  private  matters,  we  know  very 
well  when  an  agent  or  representative 
lisobeys  his  principal,  that  he  will  be 
dismissed.  In  affiirs  of  state  the  motives 
ot  dismissal , in  cases  ot  disobedience,  are 
certainly  mucli  more  cogent  and  imperi. 
tive,  because  a political  representative, 
unfaithful  to  his  trust,  may  not  only  in- 
jure every  individual  in  the  government, 
as  relates  to  his  direct  interest,  but  may 
also  either  jeopardize  or  subvert  the  public 
liberty. 

“Although  I have  seen  enough  to  un- 
fold my  own  ideas  of  the  privileges  and 
duties  of  a represcntati've,  vet  I will  not 
dismiss  the  subject  without  first  making 
a critical  examination  of  the  literal  and 
classical  meaning  of  the  word.

“ Hence  it  stems  that  the  construe 
tion  which  I give  is  not  only  supported 
by  political  expediency,  and  general  un- 
derstanding, but  by  a scientific  examina- 
tion and  analysis  of  the  wqiJ. 

1 here  arc  I know  some  politicians 
who  deny  these  doctrines,  and  pretend 
that  the  power  which  they  derive  is  abso- 
lute and  irreversible — and  that  they,  du- 
ring the  time  of  their  service  are  totally 
independent  of  their  constituents. 

“ Had  this  been  the  intention-of  those 
who  framed  the  conflicution,  some  other 
word  of  verydifferent  import  would  have 
been  used.  They  knew  that  it  was  cus 
tomary  in  Rome  upon  great  occasions  to 
appoint  Dictators  whose  power  for 
time  was  absolute  aud  »nliiui ted.  Now 
as  the  framers  of  the  tonftitution  knew 
well,  what  was  understood  and  what  was 
practiced  by  the  Roman  Dictators,  if 
they  had  intended  to  veil  a similar  power 
in  the  representatives,  would  they  not 
nave  used  that  or  some  other  word  of 
equal  import,  calculated  to  convey  their 
general  meaning  ? Most  surely  they 
would  have  done  so,  and  not  having  done 
it,  establiflies  beyond  a quefiion  that  the 
doctrine  contended  for  by  those  who  say 
that  the  power  of  the  representative  du- 
ring the  term  ol  his  election,  is  para- 
mount to  the  instructions  of  his  constitu- 
ents, is  not  only  erroneous,  but  is  a 
dangerous  and  parricidal  usurpation.  It 
is  an  usurpation  against  which  I do  here- 
by enter  my  solemn  protefi;  nor  shall  1 
ever  cease  to  exercise  cverv  faculty  and 
function  whiQi  I may  possess,  to  excite 
against  it  general  opposition  and  detes- 
tation. 

From  these  arguments  and  the  re- 
flections from  which  they  have  flowed,  I 
hold  it  to  tie  incontrovertible  doctrine 
that  the  representative  is  no  more  than  a 
temporary  agent,  and  that  he  ought  not 
on  y tc  obey  the  instructions  of  his  con- 
stituents positively  given,  but  likewise  to 
apply  himself  with  induflry  and  zeal  to 
underhand  what  arc  the  general  interests, 
as  well  as  sentiments  of  his  constituents 
upon  important  public  questions— Butif 
frqm  scruples  ot  conscience  lie  cannot 
faithfully  discharge  the  commands  or  the 
wishes  of  the  people,  he  should  resign  his 
authority , abandon  his  station  and  open 
the  way  for  a successor.”

OUR  RELATIONS  WITH 

Our  readers  will  have  learnt,  by  the 
extracts  which  we  have  within  a few  days 
past  made  from  British  prints,  that  a 
minister  is  at  length  deputed  to  this  go- 
vernment, to  fupply  the  place  vacated  bv 
the  recai  of  Mr.  Jackson.

•'  Our  files  of  London  papers,  though 
brought  down  to  a late  date,  do  not  tur. 
nisli  any  extraordinary  events. 

“ The  Marquis  Wellesley  is  underftood 
to  have  given  a definitive  answer  io  cer- 
-ain  categorical  questions  put  by  the 
American'  minifter  on  the  chief  points  in 
dispute  ; the  purport  of  which  answer 
we  understand  to  be.  that  his  Britannic 
majeffy  cannot  censent  to  abandon -his 
right  to  search  American  vessels  (mer- 
chants we  presume)  for  British  seamen  ; 
nor  to  alter  or  modify  the  existing  sys- 
tem ofbiockade  ; nor  to  withdraw  tile 
orders  in  council,  till  the  Rerun  and  Mi- 
lan decrees  are  substantially  rescinded." 

After  pledging  their  reputation  to  the 
British  nation  and  the  world,  in  rh; 
speech  to  Parliament,  that  the  discussions 
with  this  country  were  still  progressing 
amicably,  the  Marquis  it  seems  deliver-

Not 
waxthe  Americanprupertv  yvvh’ch  wasonly 
f.iitlifully  promised  to  be  restored  on  the  2d 
Feb.)  not  given  up  on  the  13lh  March, 
but  all  Americ  an  vessels  arriving  in  France 
w.  re  refused  an  eutgv,  were  put  under  se- 
questration., and  their  papers  sentto  Paris. 
On  the  8tb  of  March  the  Dir.  ctor  General 
rt  rh-  Customs  announced  totlie  merchants 
of  Bordeaux,  that  the  Emperor  had  ad- 
journed the  expression' of  his  opinion  res 
peeling  the  atimi'ting  American  vc  sels  to 
aueiri  y.  Another  letter  stales  that  the 
Director  General  o'  the  Customs  h ul  de* 
timed  that  tio  more  applidhtions  fnradmit- 
tmg  American  vessels  to  an  entry  would 
be  received.  Of  course  they  will  remain 
under  sequestration  The  vessels  which 
smiled  from  America  under  Napoleod’s 
special  licenses,  were  equally  sequestered 
with  those  winch  had  none,  no  distinction 
being  made. 

No  American  vessel  is  permitted  to 
leave  France,  except  under  a special  li 
cehse,  which  it  is  very  difficult  to  procure, 
and  costs  a r rge  sum. 

“What  tne  event  will  bp  (says  a letter 
which  we  hat  e seen)  iinone  can  tell — but 
beware,  and  ad- ise  your  tiffi-nds  also  to 
be-.vare,  of  shipping  any  more  property  to 
tins  country.” 

From  all  we  have  been  able  to  gather  by 
this  arrival,  there  appears  not  the  least 
probability  of  Napoleon  restoring  Ameri- 
rah  property,  or  rescinding  his  Be  tin  anil 
Berlin  and  Milan  decrees,  which  are  still 
in  most  rigorous  operation.

There  has  not  been  one  instance  of 
on  American  vessel  bound  to  or  from 
England,  being  suffered  to  pass,  by  a 
French  cruiser.  All  spoken  have  been 
captured. 

Since  the  U.  S.  frigate  Essex  has  been 
waiting  for  Mr.  Pinkney  in  an  English 
pqit,  six  or  eight  American  vessels 
have  been  cap’ured  near  the  British 
toast  by  French  privateers.  These  ac- 
counts must  frequently  have  met  the 
eye  of  the  commander,  and  it  must 
have  been  afflicting  to  him  io  li-vc  been 
res.  rained  by  his  insttuc.  ions  from  chas- 
tising some  of  those  piratical  violators 
of  the  commerce  of  bis  country,  and 
protecting  the  flag  of  his  nation.

ging prospect  for  export  hence  to  tile  con- 
tinent; -«nd,  tint  a little,  by  the  continu- 
ance/if  failures,  which  tor  many  months 
have  gone  on  to  an  extent  unknown.”

The  attack  on  Seville  must  have  been 
made  by  apart  of  the  expedition  from 
Cadiz,  that  was  -aid to  be  destined  againff 
St.  L.ucar.  which  is  on  the  same  river  as 
tlic  firtt  city. 

Within  10  davs  of  captain  F’s  sailing, 
about  lo.ooo  additional  Britiih  tioops  ar- 
rivtd  at  Lisbon,  and  immediately  joined 
the  army.  Numbers  of  French  prisoners 
weic  brought  into  Lisbon  daily. 

A letter  from  Lisbon  says  the  British 
made  1500  prisoners,  just  previous  to  | 
M asset1  a s retreat. 

The  retreat  of  Massena  created  strung 
hopes  at  Lisbon  of  the  speedy  annihila- 
tion of  his  army,  and  the  confirmation  of 
the  Liberty  Sc  Independence  of  Portugal. 

A Lisbon  paper  ot  Mareh  14,  inclosed 
to  a gentleman  in  Boston,  contains  a 
column  of  remarks  on  the  retreat  of  the 
Fiench,  in  which  is  enumerated  the  dif- 
ferent projects  of  Massena,  which  has 
beert  frustrated  by  Lord  Wellington. 

The  paper  states  that  it  had  been  ex- 
tremely sicklv  in  the  French  camp,  there 
being  many  deaths  ; that  they  had  been 
nearly  destitute  of  provisions,  and  had 
so  little  for  the  Cavalry  that  of  14,000 
horses  brought  into  Portugal,  they  had 
scarcely  5000  fit  for  service  ; that  the 
loss  to  them  of  men,  cavalry,  and  equi- 
page had  been  great.

By 
this  arrival,  we  have  -received  London 
papers  of  the  1 and  Liverpool  of 
the  14th.  Th-y  'iie  principally  filled 
with  Parliamentary  Debates.  A few  ex- 
tracts will  be  found  below. 

Captain  Waite  informs  us  that  a ves- 
sel was  prepared  at  Portsmouth,  to  re- 
ceive Mr.  Foster,  the  new  Britiih  minis- 
ter to  this  country  ; and  that  he  was  to 
sail  for  this  port,  about  the  last  of  March. 

London,  March  i2. 

The  Hon  Augustus  Foster  is  prepa- 
ring to  set  off  as  Miniffer  Plenipotentiary 
in  the  room  of  Mr.  Jackson,  lately  re- 
turned from  America.  It  is  so  id  lie 
will  be  the  bearer  of  very  conciliatory 
proposals. 

Mr.  Perceval’s  plan  for  the  relief  of 
the  commercial  world,  by  a loan  of  six 
millions  in  exchequer  Bills,  was  discussed 
last  night  in  the  House  of  Commons.  A 
motion  for  an  address  to  his  Majesty  for 
that  purpose,  was  carried  without  divi- 
sion. 

It  Will  be  seen  in  our  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings last  night  in  the  House  ol  C m 
mons,  that  a motion  by  Mr.  Parnell  for 
the  insertion  of  a clause  in  the  mutiny 
bill,  that  no  Catholic  Soldier  shall  n- 
obliged  to  attend  any  divine  service  but 
that  of  his  own  religion,  was  negatived 
by  a majority  of  46  to  13. 

Advices  have  been  received  by  Minis- 
ters from  General  Graham.  He  had  em- 
barked and  sailed  with  a considerable  ar- 
mentof  Englilh  an  I Spanifli  troops,  and 
had  landed  at  Algeziras  on  the  21st 
nit.  A severe  gale  had  come  on  which 
ilispeised  the  ships,  and  prevented  him 
from  disembarking  all  the  troops  at  the 
same  point  ; but  it  -was  hoped  that  he 
would  be  ab’e,  if  duly  seconded  by  the 
Spanish  garrison  in  Cadiz,  to  raise  the 
siege  of  that  city. 

Under  the  present  critical  state  of  af- 
fairs with  America,  it  is  said  that  all  Gov- 
ernors and  other  civd  and  military  offi- 
cers are  about  to  be  oidered  to  repair, 
without  loss  of  time,  to  their  respective 
stations.  The  number  at  home,  at  the 
present  moment,  is  beyond  former  pre- 
cedents. Sir  George  Provost,  it  is  re. 
ported,  is  to  succeed  Sir  James  Craig, 
in  the  important  cotqmand  of  Canada. — 
This  will  occasion  further  changes. 

Lieut  Gen.  Maitland,  Governor  of 
Grenada,  goes  to  Sicily,  and  Maj.  Gen. 
Bislop  is  also  spoken  of  for  the  same  sta- 
tion. The  important  command  of  Hal- 
ifax will  be  filled  ut>  by  a military  officer. 

Paris,  February  20.

A singular,  though  curious  and  satis- 
factory tiypothesis,  respecting  the  forma- 
tion of  clouds,  has  lately  been  published 
by  an  anonymous  writer.  He  conceives 
them  to  be  not  merely  one  continued 
mass  or  body  of  vapour,  or  mixed  gases, 
but  interspersed  with  bubbles  or  bladders, 
inflated  with  oxygen  and  hydrogen  Rases. 
It  is  known,  that  clouds  consist  almoR 
eii ti re-1  v of  thole  gases. — To  illustrate 
bis  opinion,  he  therefore  took  a.  bladder 
full  of  oxygen  and  hvdrogen  gases  com- 
bined, in  the  proportion  of  86  parts  of  the 
former  to  14  «f  the  latter,  and  immersed 
the  Rop-cock  >n  soap-suds,  he  then  inflat 
ed  the  bubble  that  hung  to  it,  bvcoro. 
preflang  the  bladder;  and  on  palling  an 
electric  spark  through  it,  it  detorated 
with  a loud  report,  and  the  two  mixed 
gases  were  converted  into  water,  equal 
in  weight  to  the  decomposed  gases. 

From  this  experiment  h;  adduces  the 
argument,  that  though  it  frequently 
thunders  wi'hnut  apparent  rain,  yet  it  is 
onlv  a lien  the  thunder  is  at  a diflance  ; — 
and  that  invariably  as  a clap  of  thunder 
is  heard,  rain  falls  under  the  cloud,  in 
proportion  to  the  loudness  of  the  report. 

Dreadful  Confiagra-ion. 

Letters  from  India  state, -that  the  forest 
of  Imel-hdar  (in  the  kingdom  of  Ava) 
was,  through  the  negligence  . of  some 
wood-cutters,  who  had  kindled  afire  at 
tbe  root  of  several  lofty  trees,  in  a state 
of  conflagration  in  the  earlv  part  of  |une. 
The  forelt  was  65  miles  in  length,  and 
58  miles  in  breadth  : and  fuch  was  the 
power  of  the  flames,  aided  by  the  high 
wind,  that  nuff,  s of  burning  wood  weigh- 
ing half  a ton,  were  carried  through  the 
air  to  a diflance  of  ao  miles.  Fifty  villa- 
ages  in  the  vicinity  of  tbe  forelt  were 
cVRrcved.  Many  of  tb-  unfortunate  and 
idola’rous  natives,  believing  the  calami- 
ty to  be  a direct  visitation  of  some 
vengeful  deity,  and  not  choosing  to  sur- 
vive the  loss  of  their  property,  precipitat- 
ed themselves  into  the  flames.  At  the 
date  of  these  letters  the  conflagration 
had  continued  with  unabating  fierceness 
for  five  weeks  ; and  from  the  vast  area 
in  which  the  body  of  fire  lay,  together 
with  the  contiguity  of  other  forests,  the 
destruction  ofhaifthe  kingdom  appeared.
